SIX HOUR NEGOTIATION ON FINAL TEXT OF DRAFT RESOLUTION ON 
NIEO. 

2. BROAD CONSENSUS SUPPORT NOW EXISTS BY ALL DNG MEMBERS 
EXCEPT CHINA ON ONE PARAGRAPH. U.S. HAS INDICATED IT 

WILL JOIN THE CONSENSUS, BUT HAS ALREADY INDICATED IN 
DNG ITS WELL KNOWN RESERVATIONS ON NIEO. 

3. DR COMES UP BEEORE PLENARY MONDAY, NOV. 22. USDEL 
INTENDS JOIN CONSENSUS THERE AND OEFER EOLLOWING 
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EXPLANATION OE VOTE. 
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4. THE U.S. HAS JOINED IN THE CONSENSUS ON THIS RESOLU- 
TION BECAUSE IT IS IN ESSENTIAL AGREEMENT WITH THE MAIN 
THRUST OE THE PROVISIONS WITH RESPECT TO PROGRAMS APPEARING 
IN THE OPERATIVE PART OF THE RESOLUTION. THE U.S. HAS 
ALWAYS BEEN SYMPATHETIC TO A CONCERTED EEEORT TO ACHIEVE 

AN IMPROVED, MORE EQUITABLE WORLD ECONOMIC ORDER AND WE ARE, 

IN FACT, READY TO EXPAND THIS GENERAL CONCEPT TO 
ENCOMPASS NOT ONLY THE ECONOMIC BUT ALSO THE SOCIAL AND 
CULTURAL EIELDS. HOWEVER, TO THE EXTENT THAT THE 
LANGUAGE OF THIS RESOLUTION REEERS EXPLICITLY OR IMPLICITLY 
TO IMPLEMENTING THE RESOLUTIONS OE THE SIXTH SPECIAL 
SESSION OF THE UNGA IN THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER, THE U.S. MUST RESERVE ITS 
POSITION SINCE ITS WELL KNOWN POSITION ON THOSE RESOLU- 
TIONS REMAINS UNCHANGED. ALSO WE QUESTION THE 
USEEULNESS OE EEFORTS TO LINK MIT, IT ARY EXPENDITURE 
LEVELS TO ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE.
